What ware tha fundanantal raaaooa for the inauguration of such a plan and why 
did tha German High C reman d wait until 1944 to oonduct a campaign of psychological 
warfare agalnat thair enewleaT 



{1} The German High Com and did not wait until 1944 in beginning a peycholo- 
gioal warfare, oampaign. In 1944 merely a regrouping Of foroea and laadarahlp and 
an overhauling of means and method a took place. The final recult of thia organl- 
catlonal regrouping waa the to king over of peychologioal warfare by the Standarte 
Hurt BQ(3HS". Aa of the boginning of tha war German psychological warfare existed. 
It was. however, highly limited by the conservative and purely professionally 
militaristic conception of the authoritative force*. Aa of the beginning of the 
war tha departmen t e^h (Wahrnachta-Propagand e headed by the tha n Colonel (later 
General) Haaso VnrrftrK!^. existed in the OCT (. . orkfwnmendo Wehmacht TT Sill depA? I 1 - 
'aant '^^rnV.oontroileJ tha propaganda oompsniee whlon was* in the lower levels.. 

The tasks of these propaganda ooapanles, aside from their war correspondent?: 
activities for the home press, radio and film, were to publish and distribute news- 
papers and to oompoae and broadcast- radio programs to the fighting troops. Ona (l) 
"active" propaganda platoon waa included in every propaganda company. The task ’ " 
of tha “actlvf propaganda platoon was to dlreot propaganda at- tha enemy. Since., 
only one (l) propaganda company waa attached tc every army, only a single platoon 
was at tha disposal of an army for "active" propaganda. Tha BERLIN (N6S/2 t6)

In 
OI101PR there were good experts, good connoisseurs of Russia end the mentalities 
of her nations. Their hande were bound, however, due to the Russian doctrine of 
tha ruling Basle whose ala was not the liberation from Bolshevism, as desired by 
the Russian peoples, but was the winning of "Lebeneraum" {living apaoe) and oolonial 
territory.

According to SHILEWTOPF' e etetenente, theae officer* held tha view that they and 
their troop* would br of value to tho meat. SHILhHKOlT olalmed that the VLAS SOY 
offloere hold tha Idea that tha *eet mould uontiuue the mar In aetlon aralnat 
Bui ala after Oermany'e defeat. The Gemana pare VI. AS SOY a haadquartora in the vic- 
inity of IAKLSBAD. In hie unite there me a a trend to gather In thi* ere* with the 
Idea of breaking through to the Sou+heait In order to escape the Soviet* and to 
mrnit for fukthar development* with the eventual hope 01 eiylum In the meet. The 
GOfnd Infantry Divlalon and leveral other unite, both large and (mall, auooeedad 
In reaching BOH^HIA, partly by tha foroa of weapon*, and partly by forming "Igal- 
atallungen*.

(2) The turning of weapone In PRAGUE egetnet the Orman ally wei the outgrowth 
of an error which n* not made by tho VLASSOV troop* alone. Op the beal* of In- 
formation , oonaidared at that time to be reliable, the VLAS30Y troop* eotpeotad 
General PATTOH to continue to PRAGUE, With thle in mind, the VLASSOV troop* wanted 
to arrange favorable oonaequenoe* for themselves by rivir.g PRAG'E a* a prevent to 
the Amartoan*. According to d'ALQUEN, mho clalma to have exeot knowledge of the 
situation at that time, any othor poeelblltty accounting for the turnabout can be 
excluded and the euppoeltlon that tueh e final act coulj have been made in favor 
of tho 8ovl ate 1* ldlotio. Even at an earlier time, when the Soviets were troubled 
with their own fighting morels, at a time when the weakening of the German fight- 
ing waa a Mg problem for the Soviets, such an eat would not have Bade aenae. It 
would have made lata tens# at a time when the Soviet advanoe had beoooe a ateaa rol- 
ler. The euppoeltlon that tho turnabout wa* wad* In favor of the Soviet* doe* not 
make sene* beoeuee theae men knew the Soviets better than anyone else. I have no 
doubt that theae men mould have, at any point of tha war, oonaiderad such an act pure 
auiolde. Their deepalr gave birth to the error that they could keep e door open 
tommrd the west end this error explains the turning of weapon* by single unite in 
PfiAGUB. The attitude of VLASSOV and hit etaff after the surrender llei In the 
same /attorn direction. They, too, believed up to the lae€ in an open door to the 
west and did not take Into account that they would be extradited to the Buaaiana.

Wa* th* VLASSOV Army ponatratad by Sovlat Agentat Kona SUWI'XT have any know- 
ledge aa to th» Identity of the aganta and particularly their mlaalona, method!

of th* German Command* 

(l) When tha VLASSOV troopa were drat organised, th* Urrnane considered 
tholr panatratlon by Soviet Agent* aa an unavoidable evil, Tha German leader- 
ahlp n a quite atrprlaad whan no systematic attaiapt booana obvlius. Apparent- 
ly It was never made. Vany reatoaa perhaps exlat to explain thla ahaenoa of a 
ayatamatlo attempt, 

(Z) Conetant auaplelon and tear of espionage, through Bolshevistic educa- 
tional wort, ha* baooma part of th* kutalan charaotar. For thla raaaan anti- 
Bolahavlat troop unit* were lamina to Bolahtvlat Infiltration to a higher degree 
than non-Russian unlta. In th* non-Ruaalan unite, non* but the professional 
counter espionage men were the bearer* of lntelllrent and aduoatad auaplelon. 

Th* 3ovl«t Bropaganda aratnet th* VLASSOV troop* Wat very cluaa/. It theatened 
th* aingl* wan with death and did not build him a bridge to repentance, to 
home and re-°on dilation. By thla, an autoaatloLlly acting protection against 
tanptatlon wma eatabllahed, alnoe yielding to temptation waa aulclda. The 
VLASSOV unit* In th* carp ware aurvelllad by tha £D. Only oc cation ally alngtr 
agent* of no greater Importance were registered. There was a conviction on th* 
pert of th* SO that the Soviet* did not auocaed in oenatratlon. Tha Soviet 
o Mm tar-propaganda disclosed that It did not know what waa going on In tha in- 
terior of thas* unlta. If It bad known of many conditions and oiroumatanoa* 
within thas* units It could have uaed the knowledge with greet auocesa. Only 
Incidentally, rat icwowhat Indicative, la th* faot that th* Russian volunteara 
were at their bast whan they war* against their Bolshevistic enemy. By Turopean 
Standard they were mediocre in France but, by the cans standard*, the Coasaok 
units who fought too Coaainlst partisan* in th» Balkan* ware excellent. Only 
bn* (l)>.oaja,vhich (incurred during th* front activity of "Skorplon-Oat" aeraed 
significant to d'AUjUKM. It concerned one(l) Russian VLASSOV officer who de- 
serted to th* Sovleta. This offlaar was in possession of oartaln knowledge 
which could have been uaed propagandlcally, therefore evaluation and action by 
th* Soviet propaganda we* awaited by th* Germans with high concern. Slco* noth- 
ing unusual happened. It was assumed that he waa no agent. The German oanoarn 
that Russian volunteer* would beoame a hot-bad for Bolshevistic agitation waa 
for a long time the uain argument against th* VLASSOV Army, The VLASSOV Rus- 
al ana knew thla atat* of affair* and triad to furnish evidence that th* Oaraan 
auaplelon was unfounded. Th* statement* of single members or VLASSOV unite 
after th* break-down can hardly furnish a clear picture. In their dlstreae 
they used ell arguments and opportunities to protect themselves against the 
oooeeqnenoee of th* Talta Agreement. Statement* have been heard from home-ooa 
tag PVa that in IMS among their auoceaaori in th* hard labor camp* east of the 
Oral* were large groups frra th* farmer VLASSOV Army. If these former VLASSOV 
Army men had been diegulatd Communists they would not have received such treat- 
ment even from th* Soviets.' 
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What la SUBJECT'S appraisal and estlr.ate ol tha aucoaiinr^and falluraa of tha German 
plan of peyoholorloal warfare aa conducted by t*-„ *KurV'F.G0KR3" division and tha 
Skorplon operation*! 

( 1 ) A basic principle concerning psychological warfare la that its degree 
of euooeai eannot bo oTaotly naaaurod. It la exceptionally difficult to bring a 
one hundred (100£) par oent soldier to believe this fact. It is the aim of pey-‘ , 
ohologloal warfare to weaken the morale and, oonaoqucntly, tho oonbat strength of 
the enemy. The degree to which a single effort contributed to a suoeeoa car. hard- 
ly be aporalsed. Only it rare inatancea car. nna establish tha opponent's fighting 
strength prerioua to hla exposure to proregaiA^u Influence. Only one part of 
tha euoceas can be meai'ired, r.ar.tly tha number of deserters. Out of the deserter 
figures end tho lr rising and receding trends one can make careful oonoluslcns re- 
garding the Interior value of the troops. The deserter is always the gyapton of 
a latent coral dafeot. 

(j) In the area of the Heerss Group Ukraine-South before the estivation of t 
*8Vorplen Oct" in Mey-Juno 1941, the number of Soviet desartera averaged 200 monthly. 
In the flret month after the activation, the deserters numbered 3, GOO. In July 
1044, the desertare totalled 4,600. In fplte of negative Persian military effort* 

In the Sumner of 1944, and In spite of tha beginning of a Uusslan offensive, tha 
monthly average w n s kept up to approximately 3,600 deserter* in the area of this 
Reeree Group alone. Hiring the period that followed, the sueoess could only be 
tabulsted^loeelly and not centrally. 

(3) The military value of the deserter fluctuates with the general situation. 

In tha Beet, In many cases, his personnel value was doubled sinoe he represented 
not only e loss In fighting power of the enemy but also a gain In tho fighting 
power of the Oenuutt. As s rule, the deserter was a volunteer for VLASS07. Hie 
to the feet that he deaerted for thle definite purpose he had to be Included In 
the category of the good and net the bed aoldlars. . He did not desert merely to 
quit fighting. The deserter is always the bearer of good military, political and 
psychological Information. In the Heat those who deaerted to boeome 7LASS07 soldiers 
arrived with tho intention of ‘tying thle information. As a rule, the suoceaaful 
unit has last deserters than a unit In a bed situation. The Soviets, in the Sumer 
of 1044, had a long eerie# of i-preselve successes behind. They, nevertheless, 
lost many deserters. The psychological warfare made by "Skorplon Gat* mist, then, 
have owakened hitherto dormant contclouaneaeeet It must have either hit the vulnerable 
point exactly or it smat have aggravated political and moral defects. The deserter 
figures, es given, seemed too low to the * Skorplon* statistics personnel. They had 
doubte about their own and the figures* accuracy. Tha infantry was accorded special 
favors for Increased prisoner figures such as furl ought. In aulte of atrlot order* 
assy Soviet deserters were registered a* prisoners. For this good evi denes existed. 
Out of tho newly takes prisoners In the oaxips near the fruit there wore many idio

material to rein the tamo number ol prlaorare by other iv una* From MODJi'a con- 
viction came all the support to "Slrorplon* that he wae able to givo. From the 
viewpoint of "Skorplon's" personnel^ UODLL'e reaction wee pleaeant but hla roaotlon, 
nevwrthaleaa, vaa typical of the uhort- sighted judgment ah own by one hundred per 
cent aoldlere of a psycholog leal weapon whoae euocoet la not to be measured by 
mathematics alone. By far the greatest auoceaa of "okorplon-Ost" wi.i that It 
fumivhed convincing proof to tha German laaderahlp that the VLABUOV propaganda 
concept wea the correct one. Naturally the form of the preeaure being exerted 
upon Germany oontributad to the German leadership's acceptance of the concept, 

Nevertheless, under all clrouma tancea, the oorreetnes# of a propagandl ted political 
oonoept hae to be provod. Before "Slrorplon", the V7JLSS0V concept wet one theory 
among many. Only after the fact that it «» proved by psychological warfare again at 
Bolehevlcm did it become a convincin' argument. Thle proves the llstitlescness 
pf possibilities for auooeaa in nil direction#. A psychological warfare euooass 
infiltrate* from the military regions to the political. Successful psychological 
warfare not only produces an off sot upon the enemy but upon one's own political 
and military leadership as well. Successful psychological warfare uncovers argu- 
ments that cannot be obtained elsewhere. 

(4) If only one single weapon among many la successful during a period of 
military set-baoka, little Imagination la required to calculate that under more 
favorable conditions thle weapon would be more aucoeaaful. The fact that this weapon 
aloha waa successful gives it ar. authority. This authority hae a favorable effect 
on the general as wall ae on Its own pLrtleulnr situation. It waa proved that 
peyohol ogloal warfare le a weapon highly immune to criaet, that It la a weapon 
which can accrue or support authority, Even m MkI. E E * a authority could not have 
Justified an unproved theory. The eucoeea of "Slrorpl on-Oat" convinced Hlltttl KR and 
gave him the neo eatery power 6f penetration to push through d ‘ ALQUEH • s proposal 
that tha TLASoOV oonoept be exploited by "active" propaganda. The euoceseee of 
"Scorpion Oat* forced HDOtLXE irto the prescribed direction, that le to say, S D O fL LR 
embraoed the VLA5S0V concept since its practicability was proved by "Skorpion Ost" 

The suooetc Of "Sic or pi on-Oat w*o possible only after oloar definition of authority 
and uniformity of means and methods were arranged. Only after thle weapon, for 
which no tradition or model existed, had succeeded In arranging these prerequisite! 
of euooeee waa It possible for It to show externally visible progress. Behind the 
soenes In a totalitarian state there are multiple forces and authorities at play 
whioh Impede any new development. In a state which countenances the free play of 
energies, these Impediments to new developments are not so vigorous. It la a general 
rule that thtr weapon must win a psychological war In the interior before the war 
can be waged toward the outside. 
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(6) Thar* »r* ideas, of eourer, w-'lch •’■* Independent of ths situation that 
aan b# Implemented Into psyehologloel warfare successes. Sine* psy oh ol ogl oel 
warfare proved It* efflalency, *ir.ea It beosme «ble, in a high degree, to ltolat* 
lt**lf from poaalble mistakes, • large number of evaluated principle* and experiences 
war* accumulated which *hould be of oantlnued value under condition* dieilar to 
that* under which they were accumulated, 

(6) Many experte hold the view today that Jermony could have won the war In 
the Beet if the had begun psychological warfare in the VLA8SOV line in 1941, Thle 
i* right a* far a* theory it concurred. Sh oe clrcumetanoei at that time opcoaed 
obataolaa to ita implementation, auch a statement remain* theory. 

(7) Peychologionl arerfare means the trenefonaatlon of policy into military 
oapaolty. Aa every other weapon it wae bom out of naceeiity. Thle neneaelty 
wae not vielble to the Canaan military leadership until the ooneervatlve and 
orthodox meene were no lonr.er euooeselul. The fundanental ldeee or psychological 
warfare were oppoeed by '-he arrogant victor who had reached hie goal In Poland and 
Franca by the help of an Inflexible political ayatem, Thle intoxication and the 
errora which prow out of wiehfully-illutionery Information reeultad in an under- 
aetimatlon of the Eastern enemy. Even thoee wfio repudiated the Nail Ideology of 
"Lebensraum* aoted on the principle, "let u* flrat win and then all other thing* 
will automatically fall Into their proper place." 

(8) The beilc Ideas of psychological warfare originate from the civilian 
areee of buelnee* advertising and political propaganda. During ths French campaign, 
the German propaganda network which was steered by civilians had a poeitlvs and 
valuable military effeot. But, because of the Soviets’ collective radio control, 
this experience had no value In the Best. Here "active" propaganda had to be a 
discriminatingly directed weapon and had to be added to mllltsry-tactl cal 

action. But for one hundred per cent militarist*, a weapon Is only that whloh 
shoots, stabs or explodes. Thoce officers of the QKb/dPH who knew siore about those 
things were ocnaldsred disguised civilians and were not taken seriously. For 
Instance, after considering the variation of nationalities of which the Bed Army 
Is constructed, the idea was eoneelvad by orn/bPR that German men and material could 
ba ssvad by addressing a Turkestan unit in Its own mentality ir. order to diminish 
its already low readiness for war. To one hundred per osnt soldiers, the idea that 
these disguised oivlliani deserved victory credit wae unbearable. The idea, when 
instrumented, Wes a success, but Its success was depreciated by the one hundred par 
cent sdlltcriete. Go even the aoet modest successes of psychological warfare were 
in the beginning, repudiated. First attempe had to be cade by outsiders on their 

OVU a 

(9) Peacetime preparation* for psychological warfare turned out, in retrospect, 
to have been no more than modest theories. These preparations were handled by 
honorable desk officers with no political or military authority. Various exouees 
can be offered for the failure to form psychological warfare unite In the manner 
later aetabltehad as oorroot but the expense of their training and equipment cannot 
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ba omalderad an azouaa. Ona aingl* anti-aircraft battery aoata more than one 
wall-qqulppsd propaganda unit. But an affiolant propaganda unit la of «uoh Bora 
worth, oven In a Military raapaot, than the beat U battery. 

(10) In the beginning, the "aotive" propaganda platoona attached to the 
propaganda oompanlss oould wage nothing ahloh oould ba oallad payohologl oal war- 
fare on a large eoale. In the nala, their aotlwltlee extended to thoee arena near 
the front llnea eosupied by the civilian population. They wore not adapted to, 
nor ware they provided for, over-all tactical uee In exploiting Soviet norale 
weaknesses. lor were they In a polities to evaluate on a large aoala. They 
worked with "tinned propaganda", leaflet! and record* ahloh had been aade In the 
beak area* with no anticipation of th* constantly changing raqulrMtaate of the 
front. The anall unit* under different and labyrinthine channel* of o amend had 
raaort to no authority that oould keep premia** in the book area* that they made 
to the an my at th* front. It w*e eeneeleee to premia# good treatment to doeert ere 
tlnoo there wa* nobody to guarantee It. It waa eaneeleee to premia* a Ukrainian 
eoldiar liberty einoe ha knew the system of Aelch-Cpenltear • Ttog Lwae working. 

Many blunder* were aade beoauee th* realisation wee tlow In cutting that th* front 
lino 1* no iron curtain* Information end rumors cross the front lino as quickly 

as propaganda. In th* long run, propaganda pan only be effective If It oimfonta to 
the facte, < 

(11) On th* Sfnrl at aide they knew vary quietly that the "peaceful reconstruction" 
Meant compulsory labor for the Wohraaoht and for the Gorman eivll administration. 
Before "Skorplon", the "tinned propaganda* mphaelaed that th* Geraant did not fl ght 
the people* of btiila but only th* system. The army, then in oontradlotlon, fought 
entire Bus si a aooording to the principle! of non-political general* who con si derad 
any propaganda baloney and who adhered to oanturtea-eld war experience. The con- 
cept ahloh "Skorplon-Oat* furthered, grew out of the vary gradual recognition of 

th# mistakes mad* during th* war year*. Si* motivation of this concept marked the 
beginning* of paychologloal warfare. Before, it existed only ae an unrelated bundle 
of Idea*. 

(lS) In 1947, YULSfiOT propaganda waa being nad* in the araaa of Haera* group 
Kiddle Russia. But not oven the dear suoosss of this propaganda had any Influence 
upon the military leadership. It wa* not until 1944 that it wa* realised that 
Propaganda auoc*aaa* are short-lived and will have th* contrary effect when propaganda 
and reality are not ooordlnatod. Although th* "Skorpion-Ost^ activities were fund*- 
Mentally in th* right line, thar* war* aiitalss ms da there, of course. Bloc* there 
MS no contributing tradition or nodal, on* oould learn only the trial and e rr o r 
method, host Mistakes owed their origin to the Information material from which th* 
propaganda reoalvad its theses, to descriptions of Uusala furnished by political 
emigrants (ret Agent He pert, s/s. Marburg, Marburg file II-M-2085, Subject! VLAS50T 
Liberation Movement, paragraph b(l)(k), and to political literature and political 
prejudices. On* example of thla la that for a long time the German propaganda 
used th* *«gll" Gonlsaar, In the eye* of th* Russian soldi are, however, he aaa 
not an evil but a good awn who wrote their latter* and attended to their personal 
problems as he had learned to do In the Soviet school*. 
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, (18) Mlatoke* wero eortotree i-. mi-;.' J.-eile- was not coordinated In tine 

end piece. The propaganda broenure* .and luoflot* hod to b* dealgned «t tho Trout 
end printed r*i>ldly »t tho front, drop# rondo bearin'- ammunition flrod by hoary 
artillery. In moat oaaec, had to bo loaded book hoso. Thctr aboil*. therefore, 
oontalned out-dated literature of nearly Idiotic cor:ente, It ni noeeooary to 
dltpanoe with honry artillery and to uce elrplanoe and rortara inataad, 

(1*) Tha propaganda unlta, proud of thair apprd it work, liked to baoome In- 
volved In polemic with the enemy. Ihoae offorti could only be euooeaafvil If tho 
argumenta wore convincingly quick-witted, Over- refinement, aubtlaty, and aophlatrv 
brought about tha contrary to the Intention . A frequent aouroe of mlatakaa w»o tha 
tendenoy to pro.leot the German and not the Kuaelan mentality into the propaganda 
bearing medium* aimed at tha Sovlata. For irotaf.ee, Soviet lrafleto advised dorm an 
■ oldlaro to mutilate thasonlrea by puttlnr a toot under a earn. on wheel. The Germans 
oonaldered the uoe of thia method of aoll -mutilation ao Improbable that they do* 
ollr.ad to fire the nuaaiana the aame rood advi.ee. Fo ooldiar, the German* thought,, 
would do ouch a thing. Cater on Soviet deiartura olacloond that thlo method eepeeially 
waa uaed by the Soviet aoldiera. 

(lb) The tendency to assume that the enemy bed the tone aplritual atandard 
had to be fought oonatantly. There were ornvty leaflete which had no effeet what— 
■oever cn the Ruaalaea ainoe the Busslana did not know what to do with the oonteente 
or the graphic aet up. Primitive leaflete with, what waa for a European, very, 
vary primitive pioturoa, enjoyed the beat reception. For a long while the religious 
potential! tlea wera over-estimated. leaflet* with religious oontenta, ploua addraaaea 
broadeaat by loudspeakers, religloue hymn a anu aloilor method* In thlo line had no 
eueoeaa whataoever dua to the fact that religloua thing* play hardly any role In 
the llvao of tha younger Soviet oltlaena.

Sexual propaganda directed at 
the Huoalana waa a atill-bom child. Thia aort of propaganda waa more eucreaaful 
In tha Vest. Attempt* of large-aealo radio program* were toon abandoned. Interroga- 
y ti on of daaarter# ahowed that Uusalono up to the Klg_h Command Eohelona did not have 
free aooeaa to the radio. Therefore, tho radio effort* were roatrlctod to a aerlea 
of small atatlona who had tho taaV of addreaalng Kuaelan tank* and Signal Corps 
unite. Single, complicated actlona where combined propaganda poena wart uaed did not 
turn out to b* productive. The German, mho revel* In teohnical and orgar.lxatlopal 
perfection, adapted himself to the nuaalan mentality only with reluctance. Thia 
mentality la moat open to the non- Intel leotual and primitive method* of overflow- 
ing and auffoeatlon. The relatively almole ayatem of dropping leaflet* In huge 
maasea from airplane* aaemed to be tha beat one. The Soviet* paralysed tho effeota 
of papar-aparlng, i a ole tod German propaganda action! by prohibiting the picking up 
of leaflet*. '1th thair own experience ao a orlterlsn, the Geraana, for a long 
time depreciated thia prohibition. They forgot that thia prohibition waa a Soviet 
prohibition and of eorraapondlng vigor. Finally, actlona by Stuka* war* dacldad upon.

IJhen aver nan -German 
assistants wara treated with ausplolon and caution, set-backs caused by 111-himor, 
lndifferenes and bashfulnees resulted.
